Ottawa, Ont., Nov. 29.—[Special 
spondence. ]—Reports received govern- 
ment quarters show that the dispatch of 


contingents for imperial service. in south 


Africa elicited expressions of opinion in 
Australasia similar to those given utterance 
to in Canada by the Hon. J. Israel Tarte, 
Minister of Public Works, and others as to 
the cost of maintaining the forces in the 
field. There seems to have been a large de- 


. gree Of unanimity that Great Britain should 


be paymaster from the date of de barkation 
of the men at the port of destination in south 
Africa. This was the course adopted by the 
government of Canada. 

Mr. Tarte went a step further and raised 
the question of colonial representation In 
imperial Parliament and government. The 
indications now are that public opinion, both 
in Canada and Australasia, is trending that 
way, and the end of the Boer war may see 
either colonial representation in the London 
Parliament coming into sight or colonial 
representatives admitted to a voice in the 
settlement of the questions raised by the 
war in which the colonies were fighting’ 
partners. 

Every one begins to see the state of affairs 


{itself somewhere else later on and to desire. 
some sort of«businessiike agreement for 
future guidance. 

Pay and maintenance after debarkation 
are, however, only part of the expense. The. 
cost of raising and equipping the contingents 
fit for the field was no small item, and the 
transportation: to so distant a scene of op+ 
erations as the Cape, insurance of the men’s 
lives, and incidental expenditures bropght 
the total up toa large sum.

Evolution of Tariff Theories. 

Another development of the imperialistic 
trend is found in the evolutionary phases 
of the preferential tariff policy laid down 
in® resolutions, to be brought before the 
fourth congress of the Chambers of Com- 
merce of the empire. 

These resolitions proceed along two dis- 
{inet lines of progress. One is commercial 
federation, opening all markets within the 
empire to all parts of the empire, on the 
same principle as is seen at work. in the 
United States. 

The other is a commercial policy based on 
mutual preferences, Great Britain dis- 
criminating in favor of her colonies to the 
extent the colonies discriminate in mayer of 
Great Britain. 

Military federation of the empire in ‘the 
meantime is being helped by the Boer war in 
the shape,.of a military for comnron 
defense. anf if necessary ck, a9 the 
truest économy and the wisest course i the 
long run. 

The only dissentients in all Canada are

seat in Parliament to obtain a verdict of his 
constituents on the policy of sending a 
Canadian contingent to south Africa with- 
out the sanction of Parliament first ob- 
tained, and also more particularly on Can- | 
ada taking part in the wars of Great Brit- 
ain. not involving the defense of Canada.

@imperor Now Backed by Public Senti- 
ment in His Desire for Liberal Ap- 
propriation — Gain in Trade and 
Prestige—Emden to Become a Great 
Port—Need of Permanent American 
bassies—Von Miquel Fights His 
Income Tax—Berlin Personal Notes. 


' BERLIN, Dec. 2.~[Copyright, 1899, by The 
‘Associated Press.]—After a fortnight of pre- 
liminary skirmishing the Reichstag during 
the coming week will begin serious work, 
estarting with the first reading of the budget, 
which always leads to serious and heated 
debates, the important part of which will be: 
the advance fight for and against the new 


naval bill. 

The Meme energy of the Emperor and t 
government will be used toward making t 
bill a law, thus securing for Germany the 
gécond place in the world as a naval power. 
After eurveying the parliamentary field 
geems probable that the bill will pass, as the. 
whole Right, part of the Center, and a por- 
tion of the Left seem sure to vote for its 


passage. 
No doubt German public opinion over- 
whelmingly favors the bill, as the people be- 
leve with the Emperor that it is absolutely 
necessary for Germany's continued prestige 
as a world power and for the extension of 
German trade and influence abroad. Be- 
sides, the conviction is now held generally 
here that France need no longer be feared 
atc a serious competitor militarily, she hav- 
ing reached her ultimate limit in increasing 
her army and being unable to compete with 
Germany's additional 15,000,000 of inhabi- 
tants. Thus it may be said that Germany 
now has her hands free for naval expansion, 
The government's purpose to transform 
HWmden, hitherto a small North Sea harbor, 
into a first-class’ naval port has become 
plainer every day. On exceptional authority 
it is learned that these plans embrace the 
deepening of the river bed so as to allow 
the largest warships to enter the port. The 
first installment of 9,500,000 marks for this 
improvement l reach the Prussian Diet 
after its recorivening. The government will 


 glso erect big naval ship yards and dry docks 


at Emden: The dry docks will be pushed so 


‘ that @ number of the vessels demanded by 


the new naval bill can be built there. 


Diplomats Suffer Inconvenience. 
The desirability of the United States hav- 
suitable: permanent embassies abroad is 


again unpleasantly illustrated by the hu- 


miliating experience of Ambassador White 
and by the fact just revealed that Minister 
Harris at Vienna is undergoing a worse ex- 
perience. Mr. White's trouble is likely to be 
tided over, as it is understood that the little 
government of Baden has offered to allow 
the American Ambassador to continue to 
occupy the top fiat of the building it has pur- 
chased until the end of President McKin- 
ley’s term. 

Since Mr. Harris arrived in Vienna he has 
been vainly searching for a suitable house. 
The difficulty is the unwillingness of Aus- 
trian landlords to rent to Americans. | 

Mr. Harris’ predecessor, Bartlett Tripp, 
had a dispute with his landlord and the lat- 
‘ter sved Mr. Tripp successfully. He pleaded 
ex-territoriality, but without effect. Even 
the Vienna tradesmen are disinclined to sup- 

* ply any one connected with the legation un- 
less paid in advance. Both these incidents 
are causing much astonished talk in diplo- 
matic circles at Vienna and Berlin, and many 
disparaging remarks have been made against

The National City Bank, of which James 
Stillman is President, has decided to increase 
its capital stock from $1,000, 000 to $10,000,000, 
with a surplus of $5, 000,000. The stockhold- 
ers have not yet voted on the proposition, but 
there is no doubt they will approve of the 
pan and that the National City Bank will

‘There are two banks in New York, each of 
which has a capital of $5,000,000, the First 
National Bank and the I[linois Trust and 
Savings Bank of Chicago coming next with 
a capital of $8,000,000 e ach. 

President Stillman says the increase of 
capital stock was considered advisable, 
among other redsons, bécausé of the restric- 
tions of the national banking act, by which 
each national bank is prohibited from mak- 
ing a loan of more than one-tenth of its cap- 
{tal stock to any person, firm, or corporation. 

The banking business of New York has 
been gradually undergoing a transformation. 
A, constantly increasing portion of the legiti- 
mate banking business of the city is being 
transacted by the trust companies, which 
now to a large extent control the money 
market. The trust companies are not sub- 
ject to the same rules which govern State 
or national banks, and they are enabled to 
compete th the banks and tp take from 
them much of their profitable business . 

It is entirely probable that the bankers of 
New York City will attempt to have legisia- 
tion @irected against the trust companies, 
enacted at the coming session of the Legis- 


lature, under which the trust companies will | 


be compelled to maintain the samé surplus) 
reserves that are now maintained by the 
banks, and will be required to make more fre- 
quent statements than is now necessary, 

There have been a large number of new 
trust companies formed recently, and others 
are in process of formation. Many of these, 
however, are adjuncts of banks and have 
been formed to enable the banks to compete 
with other trust companies. 


Money Market Conditions. 


The condition of the money market dur- 
ing the week har not been entirely satis- 
ener: While a large amount of money 

been paid out through the New York 
Senereamiey through bond redemptions, and 
while there has been a comstant growth 
during the last two weeks in bank reserves, 
interest rates are being well maintained and 
the banks show no desire to largely increase 
loans on stock collateral. 

‘The increase in the discount rate of the 
‘Bank of England on Thursday had the ef- 
fect of advancing sterling rates and indli- 
rectly tn stiffening the rates for both call 
and time loans. 

In the opinion of bankers, if the Bank of 
‘England discount rate had been maintained 
at 6 per cent it would not have. been long 
before there would have been a movement 
of gold toward the United States, which | 
would have resulted in the lowering of in- 
terest rates. 

There is no doubt that the advance in the 
Bank of England's discount rate was m 
for the purpose of preventing the export of 
gold to this country. So long as it is kept 
up to the present figures, which are in ex- 
cess of those at any time since 1890, gold 
shipments to the United States are out of 
the question. It is believed that if it should 

necessary the Bank of England 
would again raise its discount rate. 
Closing of the exchange Thursday on 
of Thanksgiving had some effect 
on stocks.

‘CHEAPENS RIDE 10 CITY.

Five Cents Will Now Carry Residents 
ef Argyle and Rogers Parks, 
water, and Summerdale Down Town 
~—Citizens’ Committee Wine Victory 
Reduction May Extend to Other 
lAnes Transfers Given on Roads 
Milwaukee Cable. 


FROM DEVON 


A avé-coat fare from the down-town dis- 
trict to Devon avenue on the North Chicago 
Street railroad was secured by citizens of 
the Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth Warde 
yesterday after a six years’ fight against 
the “‘ double fare ’’ system which has hither- 
to prevailed. The reduction was granted 
after a conference between officials of the 
Chicago Union Traction company and the 
members of the Citizens’ committee from 
the Lake View districts, a body which was 
created four years ago and has since cam- 


The change is considered most important, 

as it is regarded as the entering wedge 
which may bring about the total abolition 
of the two-fare charges now levied on the 
Evanston and other suburban electric lines 
feeding the North and West 
The new tariff will take effect today 
and; further, through cars from the barns 
at the cable line terminus to Devon avenue 
will do away with the customary transfer 
at wrence avenue. 
“Just another step under the new man- 
agement,” Is the comment made by General 
Manager John M. Roach and other officials 
of the Union Traction company. That the 
10-cent fare from Chicago to Evanston will 
suffer a corresponding cut they declare an 
improbability, but Lake View citizens are 
confident a five-cent piece will soon carry 
passengers from the city to all suburban 
points now under the 10-cent schedule. 

The lower fare will affect residents of the 
suburbs of Argyle Park, Edgewater, Sum- 
merdale, and a portion of Rogers Park, 
Devon avenue being the southern line of 
the last named district. Demands for a five- 
cent fare were made persistently when 
Charles T. Yerkes controlled the North Chi- 
cago system, always meeting with refusal. 


Company Makes Another Concession. 
The Union Traction company, after allow- 
ing the abolition of the double fare in this 
instance, went farther and granted conces- 
sions which will affect the Milwaukee ave- 
nue line. Baginning tomorrow Milwaukee 
avenue passengers will be given transfers 
west on the Chicago avenue and Division 
street electric branches, two lines which, 
before the Union Traction company entered 
the fleld, were controlled by the North Chi- 
cago system, and passengers changing cars 
had to pay an extra fare. 
Citizens fn the northern suburbs are jubt- 
lant over the slash in fares. Protest has 
been filed in former years as the united ac- 
tion of mass-meetings and for four years the 
Citizens’ committee has hammered away 
steadily at the railroad authorities seeking 
to 'secure the knockout of the second fare. 
After changing to the North Clark street 
electric line at the cable barns another 
change has been necessary at Lawrence ave- 
sn The Citizens’ committee—including Dr. 
E.| O. Fetherston, chairman, Charles Ras- 
cher, Louis Sternberg, Charles Brodt, and 


Bernard Baev—were told of the change at a 


meeting held with General Man- 

r Roach.

Grave Charges Having E een Made Against Him—His 
Career a Romantic O02 .6, B>ginning i in Obscurity. 


S THE downfall of Count de Witte, Min- 
ister of Finance for Russia, at hand? 
All Europe is asking itself the question. 
and in America all who are familiar/with 
the romantic story of De Witte’s rise 

from obscurity to become the foremost fig- 
ure in the finances of Europe are eagerly 
awaiting the answer. Certain it is that De 
Witte, who ina few years advanced from the 
position of assistant stationmaster of the 
state railroad to a place at the head af the 


state’s finances, who Europeanized Russia 


and rehabilitated its credit as a natign, ig 
now under a cloud. 


Grave charges have been made against ‘De 


Witte. It has been asserted by his enemies, 


and they are many and powerful, that he 


has manipulated the financial market for 
his own advantage, and it is now reported 
that the Czar has ordered his Minister of 
Justice to investigate these charges. Oh the 
heels of these reports of crookedness gn the 
part of De Witte have come rumors that the 
Minister of Finance, against whom tf 
cusations are made, has attempting to} 
mit suicide. 
These rumors’ were first published in Ger- 
many, where De Witte is hated as cordially 
as he is in his own country. Some regard 
them as reports without foundation, intend~ 
ed only to influence the stock markets foithe 
profit of their originators. In any evejt ithe 
time is a critical one for Surgius Zuly¢vitch 
Witte. His friends find reason to believe, 
however, that he is still in favor with the 
Czar, in the fact that Mr Mouravieff, always 
an active enemy of De itte, recently has 
been removed ‘from office as Minister of 
Justice, and Dmitri Sergeivitch Sepjagjn ap- 
pointed in his place. ° | 
De Witte’s foes, on the other handj hold 
that the stringency in Russian finances de- 
mands a change in the Ministry of Finance,

His Story a Romantic One. | | 
This array of charges, which has thrown 
on the Russian: Minister of Finance and his 
friends the burden of defense, brings again 
into prominence the story of the rise of 
Witte, which possesses all the elements of 
a romance. 
Surgius Witte—the right to the “ de '’ was 
acquired in quite recent days—is aj self- 
made man. He Started life without ad i 
wealth or influential friends to help him on

his way. He was born in 1849, and belongs 


“by birth to the lower middle class “his father, 
who was 6f German origin, holding! some 
minor office under the government; He 
spent some years as a student at the Odessa 
University, though without’, as it seems, dis- 
tinguishing himself there in any special de- + 
gree. When he left Odessa he obtained a 
post in the State railway department. where 
he speedily won the favor of his superiors 
by doing their work for them, andimuch 
better than they could do it themselves. 
Promotion followed promotion, and itn 
every office he held he gave proof of his 
marvelous skill as an organizer. He was 
once installed as stationmaster in quite an 
unimportant town, and before many months 


had elapsed he had transformed his station | 


into a model for the whole empire. hen 
came the Turkish war, and that gave him 
his great chance in life, for hfs chiefs |in the 
railway department lost their heads com- 
pletely under the strain of transporting

Wins Favor by Disobedience, 
Witte’s opportunity pointed the way |to in- 
subordination. He made his fortune by be- 
ing magnificently disobedient. 
His chief was absent. Witte was station- 
master pro'tem. Imperial troops were be- 
ing hurried by rail to Bulgaria. The War 
Minister had issued certain orders concern- 
ing the troop trains which ro station master 
in Russia would have dared question+-none 
save Witte. 
But Witte dared to think for himself, and 
for the Czar. He foresaw clearly that obe- 
dience to orders would meaw disaster for 
the troops. There was no time for cpnsul- 
tation. He chose to disobey. 
It was plain that the young man had ruined 
himself. His friends assured him that he 
would soon be swallowed up in Siberia, They 
said he must be mad to destroy his career 
at a time when he was in fair way 'to be- 
come a fullfiedged station master. ti 
Officially, there was a great hullaballoo.

the disgust of Berlin financiers.

LATEST CONCESSION OF ROME. | 


It Is Said That Catholic Sisters May At- 
tend Lectures in Secular | 
Garb. | 


- 


pavotnten of the higher education of wom- 
en are surprised by an unexpected and ex- 
traordinary concession from that most con- 
servative of authorities, the Pope, says the 
New York Herald. The head of the French 
teaching Sisters of the Sacred Heart. a pro- 
gressive woman, went before the Vatican 
authorities not long ago with an educational 


plan by which the novices of the order were | 
to be allowéd to take a normal school course | 
outside their convent restrictions and taught | 


by outside up-to-date professors. | 
Some prominent French ecclesiastics fa- 
vored the idea, but in Rome it was frowned 


upon, and a formal refusal was given to per- 


mit its application. 

A much more important and wide reaching 
concession has now been made by the Pope 
in favor of the Marcelline Sisters, the most 
educational of all the religious communities 
in Italy. They are not only allowed to attend 
the lectures in the public universities of 
Rome, mingling there with laymen and lis- 
tening to lectures by professors of every 
mental order, but. they doff their religious 
dress to do so. When they returt. to the 
convent in the evening they put on their re- 
ligious habits again. 

This congregation of sisters is compara- 
tively new. They applied to the Pope for ap- 
probation in December, 1896. He has just 
given them | as a com- 
munity w m e decree bein 
published by the Cardinal Prefect of ininhope 
and Regulars the last week in October. 

In New York there has been trouble with 
the State authorities where sisters taught 
in some of the/public schools in the interior 

cities wearing their religious garb. A solu- 
tion of the difficulty may be found in this 
ent established in Rome.
